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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 

HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  ^health  of 
Skelmersdale  during  1960. 

The  general  health  has  remained  good  and  the  number  of  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  has  been  very  small  indeed  —  only  seven  cases  have 
been  notified  altogether. 

The  birth  rate  was  15.2  per  1,000  population,  a  decrease  on  the 
figure  of  16,5  for  the  previous  year. 

The  general  death  rate  was  15.9  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  15.7  in  the  previous  year  —  a  negligible  increase.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  was  30.9  per  1,000  live  births,  again  a  slight  increase 
overithe  figure  of  28.6  for  the  previous  year.  In  fact  the  actual  num¬ 
ber  of  infant  deaths  was  three  in  both  1960  and  1959,  the  slight  in¬ 
crease  in  rate  being  due  to  the  small  number  of  live  births.  There 
were  again  no  maternal  deaths. 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve :  48  new  houses  were 
built  during  the  year,  while  15  were  demolished  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  265  houses  were  rendered  fit  by  repairs  of  defects 
following  action  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  problem  of  unfit  houses 
in  Skelmersdale  has  been  very  considerably  eased  and  the  face  of  the 
town  (has  completely  changed  since  the  war.  It  is  hoped  that  if 
Skelmersdale  is  extended  and  becomes  a  new  town,  the  new  housing 
estates  will  be  in  keeping  and  as  pleasant  as  the  Council  Estates  which 
have  been  developed  over  the  last  ten  years. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspector  inspected  659  unfit 
houses  and  made  1,788  visits  for  this  purpose.  A  further  445  visits 
were  made  to  other  premises,  chiefly  in  connection  with  food  hygiene. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year,  and 
Members  of  the  Staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all 
times.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Births 

There  were  97  births  registered  in  the  Urban  District  during  the 
year,  of  which  50  were  male  and  47  female  and  including  1  illegiti¬ 
mate  female  birth.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (mid~ 
1960)  (comparability  factor  1,00)  was  15.2  compared  with  16.5  in 
1959. 


Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year  was  80,  of  this  number  44  were  male  and  36  female. 
This  was  an  increase  of  1  on  the  figure  of  1959.  The  crude  death 
rate  for  the  year  was  12.5  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted  death 
rate  (comparability  factor  1.27)  was  15.9  per  1,000  population  com¬ 
pared  with  15.7  in  1959. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year  due  to  Zymotic  or 
Epidemic  diseases.  There  were  3  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year,  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  30.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

Maternal  Mortality 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  per  1 ,000  births  ( live  and  stall)  was 
nil.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.39.  No  maternal 
deaths  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year.

Pathological  specimens  of  a  simple  nature,  throat  swabs,  etc., 
are  sent  for  examination  to  the  E.M.S,  Pathological  Laboratory  at 
the  Ormskirk  County  Hospital.  All  other  specimens  are  sent  to  the 
City  Laboratories,  Liverpool. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

A  Congregational  tSchoolroom  in  Witham  Road  is  utilised 
every  Wednesday  morning  as  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  Willins  and  Nurse 
Melia  of  ithe  Lancashire  County  Council.  An  Immunisation  Clinic 
is  held  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  afternoon  in  each  month  at  2-15 
on  the  same  premises  by  Dr.  Willins. 

HOSPITALS 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  town. 

The  Ormskirk  County  Hospital  and  the  Wigan  Hospitals  pro¬ 
vide  ample  accommodation  for  all  patients  from  Skelmersdale. 

Infectious  cases  are  admitted  to  the  New  Hall  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pital,  Scarisbrick. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  township  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southport  and 
District  Water  Board. 

Water  is  pumped  from  two  boreholes  some  750  feet  deep  at 
Scarth  Hill  into  the  adoining  water  tower  from  which  it  gravitates 
through  a  7  inch  main  to  the  district.  This  pumping  station  formerly 
belonged  to  ‘the  Council  who  sold  it  to  the  Southport  and  District 
Water  Board  in  1907.  'The  district  mains  are  still  owned  by  the 
Council.  The  water  supply  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
and  bacterial  purity.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  renew  old  lengths 
of  mains.  The  pressure  ir  the  higher  parts  of  the  town  has  been 
improved  by  the  installation  of  a  booster  pump  on  the  7  inch  supply 
mains. 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  district  /is  sewered  on  the  partly  separate  system.  The 
sewage  from  approximately  1,800  houses  is  discharged  by  gravity 
through  a  24  inch  outfall  sewer  at  the  Council  s  Berry  Street  Disposal 
Works,  and  'that  from  approximately  350  houses,  by  a  15  inch  out¬ 
fall  sewer  at  the  Pennyland  Works. 

Sewage  from  a  small  number  of  houses  in  the  Stormy  Area  is 
discharged  into  settling  tanks  at  the  rear  of  Summer  Street. 

The  sewage  at  Berry  Street  is  treated  by  settlement  and  land 
irrigation,  and  is  in  urgent  need  of  modernisation. 

The  sewage  at  Pennyland  is  treated  by  sedimentation  and 
filtration  and  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
quality  of  the  effluent.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  I960 

The  combination  of  the  effects  (of  the  Rent  Act  1957  and  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  existing  pre-war  houses  in  the  area  in  regard  to 
repairs  and  improvements. 

HOUSING 

(a)  Improvement 

Ten  applications  for  standard  improvement  grants  were  received 
during  the  year  and  nine  approved. 

( b)  Repairs 

Further  progress  was  made  on  making  up  the  leeway  on  the  re¬ 
pairs  to  rented  houses,  which  arose  because  of  the  last  war.  The 
Rent  Act,  1957,  has  enabled  the  locaf  authority  to  secure  greater  re¬ 
pair  of  rented  property. 

( c)  Slum  Clearance 

Fifteen  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

FOOD

Occupiers  are  maintaining  their  premises  in  satisfactory  condition. 
One  new  self-service  shop  was  erected  during  the  year  incorpor¬ 
ating  excellent  hygiene  facilities.

ICE  CREAM 

One  new  retailer  was  registered  during  the  year  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream.  There  are  now  24  registered  premises. 

All  retailers  maintained  their  premises  in  a  satisfactory  condition 
during  the  year,  and  each  have  satisfactory  washing  facilities,  includ¬ 
ing  a  constant  supply  of  hot  water, 

6  ice  cream  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  all  were 
reported  satisfactory. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

A  close  watch  was  kept  on  /the  fencing  of  ricks  prior  to  the 
threshing  at  farms  after  1st  November,  when  the  build-up  of  the  rat 
population  at  farms  commences.  The  fencing  regulations  are  now 
being  observed  in  the  Skelmersdale  area,  thereby  preventing  the 
spread  of  rodent  infestation  into  surrounding  areas. 

Routine  inspections  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  were 
carried  out,  and  treatment  done  by  the  part-time  Rodent  Operator. 
Private  premises  were  treated  free  of  cost,  and  a  charge  made  for 
business  premises,  using  “Warfarin.”  No  major  infestations  were 
discovered. 

Maintenance  treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in  sewers  were 
carried  out  in  March  and  September,  using  alternatively  the  poisons 
Zinc  Phosphide  and  Arsenic.  There  is  no  serious  re-infestation  of  the 
sewers. 

Attention  was  paid  to  the  control  of  infestation  at  the  Council’s 
Sewage  Works  and  Refuse  Tip. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  (service  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector.  A  Karrier  Diesel-driven  10  cubic  yard  freighter 
is  used  for  the  purpose. 

Dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  and  privy  middens 
as  often  as  possible. 

3  middens  serving  3  houses  remain  in  the  outlying  areas.  These 
houses  are  scheduled  for  demolition. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  maintain  regular  covering  of  the  refuse 
tip  with  inert  material. 


SALVAGE 

Waste  paper  is  collected  and  placed  in  sacks  ton  the  back  of  the 
refuse  freighter. 

16  tons  11  cwt.  were  sold  during  the  year,  the  value  being 
£115  17s.  Od. 


SHOPS 

There  are  104  shops  on  the  register,  and  208  visits  were  made 
during  the  year. 

Duties  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  relating  to  the  employment 
of  young  persons,  washing  facilities,  etc.,  were  carried  out  on  behalf 
of  the  County  Council. 


SCHOOLS 

The  new  secondary  school  has  an  excellent  school  kitchen  and 
satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  dinner  service  rooms  and  sanitary  accommodation  at  each 
of  the  other  four  schools  have  been  inspected. 

Defects  -found  in  relation  to  the  rooms  used  for  the  service  of 
meals  were  notified  to  the  Education  Authority  and  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  or  are  in  hand. 

Two  iof  the  schools  still  lack  a  constant  supply  of  hot  water  to 
the  wash-hand  basins. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  the  provision  of  glazed  urinal  stalls 
with  -automatic  flushing  at  3  of  the  schools  where  serious  nuisance 
exists  due  to  the  defective  cement  rendering  to  the  urinals  and  lack  of 
automatic  flushing. 


FACTORIES 


Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  the  factories  in  the  district  and 

any  defects  'found,  remedied  without  the  service  of  formal  notices. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A  number  of  visits  have  been  made  to  5  factories  with  boiler 
houses  in  the  district.  In  2  instances  it  was  necessary  to  bring  the 
attention  of  the  management  to  a  smoke  nuisance,  and  the  emission 
of  smoke  has  been  considerably  reduced.
